Loxpon, March 80, 1871. —The eveut of the
week Ir unguestionably the opening of the Royal
Albert Hall of Arts and Bciences by the Qneen
In perton yesterday, In a bitter northeaster of
our true March kind. Why the hall was ever
bullt no one (except, perhaps, the contrastors)
seem: to know. Now that it Is arealized fact,
o prodigions colisseum of red brick and terra-
cotta, looking for all the world like a Brovdig-
naglan  game-ple, everybody s tryiog
to Imagine wuees for ft. The Cooper
Institute in New York Is dedleated ‘o
art and sclence,” but the Albert Hall clearly
does not alm at belng a Cooper Institute. Will
‘“‘art " mean monster concerts and “sclences”
experimental lectures? As it Is importunt that
the big place ehould pay its expenses, its mana-
gers will, I fancy, find it hard to keep to the
loftiest class of entertainments only. Already
we hear that the building is occasloually to be
utilized as a cattle show! The private owner-
ship of boxes i an original feature of the hall,
To procure funds for bullding, boxes were sold
ont-and-ont- at least for POV years —to privale
individuale, the price of the best being £1000
aplece. The owners are now fitting up their
tencments each aceording to his faney, and the
question is already being raised whether each is
not entitled to clalm the electoral franchise In
respect of his costly fragment of leasehold pro-
perty.

The telegraph will no doubt have told you the
dry 'acts of lnat week's royal wedding, go 1 will
not say much about it. I was in the crowd of
Eon boys who dragged the earrlage of our
Princess Royal (now Imperial Princess of Ger-
many ) up Windsor Hill on the marriage-day,
and cao safely say, in spite of the dowry agita-
tion, that no oue of the royal weddings has been
#0 nationally popular as this of the Princess
Louise, Marchioness of Lorne (as her title is to
be.) Many of us would have preferred its post-
ponement till after Easter, as the particular date
counld be of no particalar moment, but we
ghouldn't care to imitate the egregious nncharita-
bleness of a certaln Scotch minister, who has
come out with the suggestion of assrvice of
mourning and humihadon by way of protest
against  Lenten mnuptials, Huogh Buather-
land, tallor of Duandee, hit & moeh more
practical and praiseworthy nail on the head,
though his protest bas a whimsleal gound. To
the sherlif of his county this doughty tallor ad-
dressed a formal document, In which, siating
that ‘it was averred” the corporation of Dundee
meditated treating themselves and friends, on
the strength of the wedding, to “eake, wine,
and a banquet,” and that the cost of all this
would come out of the borough rates, to which
he as a ratepayer obhjected, he wound up by re-
qulring the sheriff to see that the felonlous cake,
ete., be conntermanded. In justice to wur local
authorities it shoald be sald thet, as a rale,

they have learned by this time that corporate
funds aré not meant to be iocorporated (in a
materinl sens«) by thelr adminlstratora.

Parliament is hankerlng after gunboats, and
envylng you your legacy of them from the war.
For vears we have heen laving down iron-clad
Iline-of-taitle ships and frigates with a precau-
tionary eye to France. Now all danger from
that quarter is past, at least pro femn., and the
ineffec:ive promenades of the French fleet last
autumn have demons:trated the nocessity of
having lighter vesgels, {f you, rellable to want to

work in shallow waters. *“'Fifty gunboats in-
gtanter ! cries one member;” “a huudred in
three years!" another; but Mr. Goschen, ex-city
merchaut, and now Firat Lord of the Adiniralty,
wisely answers that ganboats there must and
ghall be as part of our naval swek-in-trade, but—
a few other articles as well.

] have bsen breakfasting with Mundella this
moming. He is very full of the Importance of
the resolution passed last weck by the; Trades-
Union Conference in London, And indeed its
fmportance can hardly be exaggerated. This
conference,represeuting no less than 700,000 men
members of the various trades unions all over
the couniry. has solemuoly resolved thai, for the
future, recourse shall In no case or place be had
to a strike, but that all disputes ehall be referred,
a8 tuey arise, to joint deleg: tiovs of employers
and employed, presided over by sn umplre. 1
bave already told you how happily this plan has
resuted at Dolington, where Tom Hughes was
umpire, und there seems every reason Lo hope
that by its aid the old antagonism belween capi-
tal and labor mav be finally pul Lo rest.

The higher eduecation of women movement
is steadily progressing. We shall not for a long
time Lave anything llke your eity’'s Normal
Bchool. Indeed the simple statement that, in
Phlladelphia, nearly fifteen hundred women earn
their bread by teaching is recelved with incre-
dulous sstonlshment. But courses of lectures
for women are belng organized io most of our
jmporiant towns, Oxford and Cambridge send
gxamioers lur and wide through thé country to
examlne girls agd give certificates of merit, and
in my own alma mater, Cambridge, a bouse 1s
to be opened mext October for the speclal ac-
commodation of young ladles who may wish to
learn from the lips of enthusiastic graduates of
the university. The *‘sweet giri-graduates with
their golden hair" of Tennyeon's “*Princess’” are
in a fair way 1o be realized,

The cireulation of post-cards has risen to a
million n week, aud the stationers are in high
dudgeon, becanse, forsooth, the Government
gupplies writing material (the card) gratis, and
the publie buys less letter-aper In consequence,
1 fear they will have to “grin and bear it." The
public having once tasied posi-cards, wont
readily forego them.

How gratified the 200 American visitors who,
we are told, lately bad the honor of a speclal
andience and baund-kissiug of the FPope, must
have felt on belog sssured by his Holiness that
“they had only Lo descend Into thelr own
hearts, to examiue and reflect, and they would
in the end find out the truih.” Perhaps; but
what truth, and how much of iL?

An ingenious gentleman, one Mr. Alfred Havl-
land. aided by a grant from the Treasury, has
